The rapid Growth of Canada, 


In the Eastern Hemisphere, States are 
the growth of centuries ; in the Weatetn 
Hemisphere they spring into existence 
with a rapidity which keeps pace with 
the growth of individual man. A thou- 
sand years after the Saxon Conquest, we 
find England just beginning to emerge 
from barbarism, and to become powerful, 
It was only in the age of Columbus and 
Vespucius that the Spanish Kingiloms af- 
tér eight cerituries of intertial strife coa- 
Jesced into a mighty monarchy, It was 
not till the reign of William and Mary in 
Britain, that Prussia was elevated to the 
dignity of a kingdom, and numbeted 
among the great powers of thoearth. In 
America, however, the case is otherwise. 
Here, populous states suddenly appear in 
regions which, a liule while before, were 
overshadowed by the forest and ruled by 
the Indian, On tho shores ofthe Pacific, 
California, which is now a powerful re- 
public, was, less than twenty years ago, a 
lonely wilderness ; and at the opening of 
the nineteenth century, hardly one of those 
opulent and prosperous commonwealths 
existed that adorn in our days the banks 
of the Mississippi and her tributaries — 
Nor is it alone in that part of the Ameri- 
can continent which is under the domin- 
ion of the United States Government, that 
communities spring up and prosper, with 
a rapidity titterly unknown in Europe.— 
Evén in that portion of ott Western world 
which. is still in colonial dependency. 
there may be found instances of progress 
in material wealth and well-being which 
almost rival anything in that lino that dem- 
ocratic America can exhibit, Canada 
will serve as an example of what they 
have been doing for the last quarter of a 
century, beyond the St, Lawrence andthe 
Lakes. Canada Fast, or French Canada, 
has been long settled ; but the settlement 
of Canada West, or British Canada, has 
been comparatively recent. As itis from 
the enterprise of the latter, however, that 
the progress and prosperity of the whole 
have almost altogether sprung, we shall 
mark the growth of the Western Province 
ere we proceed to illustrate that of the en- 
tire colony, 

Tho first and great essential to the im- 
provement of a country, is population,— 
Without men to tithe land and develope 
its natural powers, it inust remain unpro- 
ductive and valueless, no matter what may 
be its fertility and capabilities. Accord- 
ingly, we find that emigration and increase 
of population preceded and produced, in 
the case of the Canadas, that improvement 
and prosperity which haye so much sur- 
prised economists and statistivians. In 
1829 Western Canada was sparely and 
thinly populated. Its whole population, at 
that period, numbered only 196,000, In 
1854, however, the number of its inhabi- 
tants was widely different—itthen amount- 
ed to 1,327,000, a very tolerable increase 
in the short space of 25 years. 

But if the population of Western Cana- 
da increased greatly in the above-named’ 
period, the real and personal estate of its 
people still more increased. In 1829 the 
total assessable property of that Province 
was estimated at only £2,500,000, whero- 
as, in T854 it amounted to no less a sum 
than £50,000,000, exclusive of the value 
of public lands, public timber, and miner- 
als! 

Nothing, however, tends more to illua- 
trate the rapid growth of this Province 
than the difference between its exports of 
wheat i 1838 and 1852, In 1898 the 
quantity of wheat exported from Canada 
West amounted to only 292,620 bush- 
ols; in 1852 the quantity exported Jrom 
the same Province reached the compari. 
tively ondrmous amount of 5,496,718 bush- 
ols, being an increase of more than eigh- 
teen-fuld in the brief period of fourteen 
years! 

Wo shall now proceed to illnstrate the 
commercial and industrial progress of the 
two Provincos of universal Canada, by 
contrasting the amount of their imports 
ond exports m 1833 and 1853, The 
amount of a nation’s oxports and imports 
is an excellent criterion by which to judge 
of the extent of its business and tho great 
noss of its wealth. Let us guage the pros- 
pority and well-being of Canada by this 
tost ; in 1834, the eum total of her exports 
and imports amounted to but £2,082,067; 
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in 1853 they reached the sum of £13,945,- 
684, which was neatly seven times their 
amount in the former petiod. Tho com- 
merce and wealth of Canada must have 
consequently increased seven-fold, actort- 
ing to our criterion, in the short tert of 
19 years. 

From all these facts it is evident that! 
our brethren beyond the Lakes and St. | 
Lawrence have not been slumbering and } 
idling in these Jatter days ; and that in 
population, agriculture, commerce and op- 
ulence, the growth of Canada has been | 
unprecedently rapid and vigorous for a| 
Colony and Province.—N. Y. Herald. 


Fiendish Attempt to Destroy the Military 
and Police sent to St. Sylvestre. 


Quvesec, Dec. 26.—Two parties of the 
16th Regiment which left Quebec on 
Thursday last, for the scene of the mur- 
der of the man Carrigan, have returned 
to garrison ; that sent via St. Mary’s in 
carioles, arrived on Monday morning, and 
the others yesterday. Neither they nor 
the police of Montreal, which it was in- 
tended they should support, if requisite, 
obtained any clue to the Whereabouts of 


the alleged murderers, nor was there any 
Opposition or resistance offered by the in- 
habitants of St. Mary's District; but we 
regret that, in connection with the return 
of the forces despatched direct to St. Syl- 
yestre, we have to record an act of fiend- 
ish atrocity hitherto happily unprecedent- 
edin Canada, ‘That the destruction of 
the whole party was premeditated is too 
evident from the following particulars, 
which we have on undoubted authority.

respect for law and order has been enforc- 
ed, and peace restored in this rebellious 
district.—Morning Chronicle. 


Tite Victoria Brivex.—The London

HEREAS the Town Couacil, at 

the request of certain parties, con- 

structed certain Sewers at great cost to 

the ‘Town, and it is now essential to make 
provision for paying for the same, 

Be it therefore enacted by the Town 
Council of the Town of Belleville, and it 
is hereby enacted by the same, that the 
rent to be charged to parties draining into 
the Sewers be sixpence per foot frontage, 
annually. 

Bo it further enacted, that the proprietor 
of property along the frontage of the com- 
mon Sewers, built in this ‘Town, be as- 
sessed according to the value of their re- 
spective properties, to raise the sum of 
Seventy-five Pounds per annum, in addi- 
tion to the frontage per foot, provided for 
in the foregoing section.

SECOND REPORT. 


As Russia doos not at present threaten 


ed by Russia as an intentional insult, and 
cause the rejection of the propositions. 

The terms of the treaty are very strin- 
gent. Itis declared that the treaty is con- 
cluded to prevent every complication of a 
nature to trouble the balance of power in 
Europe. 

By the treaty the King of Sweden on- 

gages himself not to cede ‘to Russia nor 
to any one with her, nor to allow her to 
occupy, any portion of territory belonging 
to the crown of Sweden and Norway.— 
Hoe engages moreover not to cede to Rus- 
sin any right of pasturage or fishing- 
grounds, or of any other nature whatso- 
ever, and no territory on the coast of Swe- 
den and Norway, and to reject any pre- 
tensions Russia might raise to establish 
the existence of any of the abové named 
rights. 
Art. 2.—In case Russia should make 
any proposition to the King of Sweden, 
or any demand with the view to obtain 
either tho secession or exchange of any 
portion whiatever of territory belonging to 
the crown of Sweden and Norway, she be 
not permitted to occupy certain portions 
of said territory, cr obtain session of pas- 
turage rights, or any other rights on those 
same territories or countries of Sweden 
and Norway.

ties, would surprise any one not acquaint: 
ed with the matter. Itis notfor ‘*port” 
merely that these parties hunt in Canada ; 
but many of them are hired by the large 
Hotels and Game yenders in New York 
and other Cities, to supply them) with 
game. Venison and game gonerally, is 
becoming quite scarce in Upper Canada, 
but it is evident that if the Province is to 
be made a hunting ground ad libitum, for 
game dealers in the American cities, there 
will very soon be none left. . We have 
game laws that forbid taking gamo at im- 
proper seasons; but unless a law be made 
to prevent the annual rush of foreigners 
that now come in to hunt as soon as hunt- 
ing is legal, our legislative attempts to pre- 
serve our game will have been entirely 
fruitless, We may have saved for a few 
years the game in our woods; but only

The hopes of a brilliant and successful 
‘Pranscaucasian campaign next spring are 
‘fled, and in their place there is the gloomy 
Prospect of a struggle which years may 
motterminate, With Kars, Erzeroum will 
‘tn all probability succomb. The whole 
weight of Russian influence in the South 
will bo brought to bear upon Omar Pacha 
and his isolated forces, A revolt of the 
Kurds is already rumored; these moun- 
taineers, ever impatient of the ‘Turkish 
yoke, bought by Muscovite gold, and won 
over by Muscovito agents, will now seize 
the fittest opportunity for rebellion. Per- 
sia will also probably declare herself,— 
In fact, tis difficult to sum up the evils 
which routine, mal-influence, and jealousy 
have caused in this quarter. ‘The Globe 
now says :—* Will notthe Russian suc- 
cess in Asia force the Allics to look more 
closely to the war in that quarter ; and, in 
another campaign, tend them the aid of 

European troops, in addition to European 
officers?” Was there ever such an illus- 
tration of shutting the door afier the steed 
is stolen? Why should England be ever 
thus condemned to repair errors such as 
these, und to fight on the Principle of the 
urchase of the Sybil’s hooks, giving a 
jarge price at the end for a portion of that 
which at the first she might easily have 
commanded, 

At last received accounts Omar Pasha 
was on the banks of the Mavani, three 
hours march from Kutais, awaiting the 
arrival of Mustapha Pasha’s division and 
of the Egyptian division thirteen thousand 
strong, which had been employed at Eu- 
patoria, and was ordered thence to rein- 
force him. Omar was expected to be 
able to advanco by the 11th inst , but the 
Russians were in force before him, Prince 
Bebutol having established his head-quar- 
ters at Kutais. Selim Pacha witha large 
‘convoy of provisions was ready to advance 
to the relief of Kars, but had not done so 
until too late.

sidered a failure. 


The Position of Austria. 


Wo observe that several journals at 
home and abroad, in discussing the prob- 
able course of Austria, lay considerable 
@rese UPON certain statements which 
been mado respecting the reductions of 
the Austrian army. Itis arguedthat these 
reductions indicate tho resolve of Austria 
NOL to co-operate actively with the West- 
ern Powers under any circumstances that 
may ariso from the unwillingness of Rus- 
sia to offer such concessions as tho future 
security of Europe and the success of 
their arme warrant the Allies in requi- 
ring.

Mr. Bright upon the War. 


The following letter from Mr, Bright, 
M. P. for Rochdale, and as our readers 
know, one of the ablest men in England, 
to a gentleman of Newburg, has, with Mr. 
Bright's consent, been communicated to 
the Tribune for publication: 
Rocupace, Nov, 26, 1855. 

“Dear Sir,— I am obliged to you for 
your letter of Sept. 24.

He refers to a clause in 
the Clayton and Bulwer ‘Treaty, by which 
it has been covenanted by both partics that 
“neither will ever occupy, or fortify, or 
colonize, or assume, or exercise any domi- 
nion over Costa Rica, the Mosquito coast; 
or any part of Central America.” ‘The 
great difficulty in dispute is this: the U. 
States interpret the Clause retrospectively, 
and England prospectively. It is well 
known that. Great Britain has had the 
right of occupation‘in Balize for upwards 
of a century. The Spanish Government 
recognised this right by solemn treaty in 
1783. England has long exercised a pro- 
tectorate over the Mosquito territory, and 
contends [cr the right to continue this on 
account of services previously performed 
fora former Sovereign of that country, and 
also through an-agreement subsisting be- 
tween the two/Countries, 

Great Britain interprets the clause to 
signify that none shall henceforth make or 
increase any possessions, while she in- 
sists on retaining her former ones, The 
President argues that this cannot be the 
case, as Balize is mentioned in the Clay- 
ton and Bulwer treaty as an exception, 
wherein the British reserve the right to 
cut mahogany and dye-woods. ‘This, he 
contends, excluded all the rest of the ter- 
ritory. Although these differences seem 
to be irreconcilable, the President talks 
in quite a pacific tone, and hopes that the 
difficulties may yet be amicably adjusted. 
In contemplation of the proposed ship ca- 
nal which 1s destined to pass through here, 
this region of territory becomes to either 
country almost invaluable. On this ac- 
count both will be very loth to give up 
their claims, 

The next topic introduced is  Recruit- 
ment.” ‘The doctrines of neutrality and 
international rights are discussed, and al- 
though itis done in a calmer and more 
dignified manner than by,the Attorney Ge- 
neral, yet nothing new is evolved.

The lofty mountains of the four cantons 
in Switzerland, says the Siecle, were late-

behind Sir W. ‘T., he saw the mangled 
body of his unfortunate child. 

‘We were at lunch,’ he said, ‘ when my 
poor girl ran a little before mo, and a bear 
enraged by famine, sprang upon her at 
the moment that she was gathering some 
plants at the foot of that rock. She de- 
fended herself bravely ; her cries brought 
me to her aid, but my poor child had per- 
ished. Animated by despair, I seized the 
hatchet which I had brought with me, and 
fury haying redoubled my strength and 
courage, the monster expired at my feet, 
but! was childless,’ Having spoken these 
words, ho was melted into tears. The 
bear with its head literally hacked and 
pounded, lay a short distance from the 
young lady, who herself was unrecog- 
pizable.

In this manner they reach- 
ed the inn at the fal! of the evening, and 
Sir W.'T.’s family then learnt their dou- 
ble misfortune—the afflicted father had 
lost his reason. 


Two Horrible Murders in Connecticut. 


The most horrible murder that ever took 
place in the State of Connecticut, or per- 
haps in the civilized world, was perpetra- 
ted on Monday, in the town of Woodbridge 
in that State, about eight miles from the 
city of New-Haven, It was a far more 
atrocious murder than the one so recently 
committed by Samuel Sly and the gang ol 
Wakemanites. It is to be sincerely hop- 
ed that the citizens of that State haye now 
witnessed the lust scene in tho Wakeman 
tragedy. 

About half past 10 o'clock on Monday, 
Mr. Enoch Sperry, of Woodbridge, left 
his home, and was proceeding through a 
piece of woods near his house, with bis 
horse and sleigh, and, when near a litte 
brook, in a solitary part of the woods, was 
attacked by a man named Charles San- 
ford, and knocked down aiid most brutally 
murdered. 

Sanford had an axo in his hand with 
which he struck Mr. Sperry over the right 
eye, inflicting a fearful gash, and prostra- 
ting him beside the road, He then struck 
him again with the head of the oxe upon 
the back of his head, and then deliberately 
atteinpted to chop off his head, nearly sev- 
ering it from his body. It was connected 
with his body only, by a litte skin atthe 
back of the neck, 

‘he horse of Mr, Sperry was allowed 
to pass on the road, and after proceeding 
by the house of Mr, Samuel F. Perkins, 
halted ata shed near by. Mr. Perkins, 
thinking all was not right, went in search 
of Mr. Sperry, and found his body lying 
beside the road, with every indication that 
he hud been waylaid and murdered 

Mr. Perkins alarmed the neighborhood, 
and having procured. assistance, took the 
body of Mr, Sperry to his family, who 
live only about a hundred rods from the 
place where the murder was committed, 
A Jury of Inquest was assembled in the 
evening, and after due deliberation, ren- 
dered a verdict that the deceased came to 


his death at the hands of some persun or 
persons unknown, 
In the evening the murderer was ar- 
rested and taken to Jail, and confessed 
that he had not only murdered Mr, Sper- 
ry, but thathe had also murdered Mr, 
Ichabod Umberfield, who lived about o 
mile cast‘of Mr. Sperry’s house, 
It seems that after mnurdering Mr, Sper- 
ry. he wentto the house of Mr, Umber- 
field and entered it, and whilovhe (Mr. 
Umberfield) was sitting by the stove in the 
kitchen, he struck him with the same axe 
with which he murdered Mr. Sporry, and 
after breaking his skull, nearly severed 
his head from his body.

THE COMMUTATION FRAUD. 


The political equanimity of the Province 
has been somewhat disturbed of late by 
some astounding disclosures which have 
been made public by a letter from the Rey 
P. McNaughton, received and published 
by the Globe. Our readers are aware that 
the notorious Commutation clause, which 
is in itself a most infamous deception, pro- 
vided that all “annual stipends or allow- 
ances which have been already assigned 
and given to the Clergy,” should be se- 
cure to them “ during the period of their 
natural lives or incumbencies. This sum 
was also clearly defined to be the amount 
which the incumbent was actually in re 
ceipt of annually from the Clergy Reserve 
fund on the 9th of May 1853, and none 
other. From Mr. McNaughton's state- 
ment it appears that the amount received 
by each Minister of the Church of Scot- 
lnnd for the years 1851, 52, ’53, and '54 
respectively, was £112 10s. After the 
passage of the commutation Actin March 
1855, Mr. McNaughton and each of the 
Ministers of his Church received a com- 
munication from the Commissioners of the 
Clergy Reserves Fund, stating that they 
had resolved on the payment of £150 per 
gnnum henceforth, and authorising him to 
draw the additional sum of £37 10s., in 
order that he might state when he com- 
muted that his yearly income was £150 
Mr. McNaughton being a man of christian 
integrity and inflexible honor, rejected 
with indignity this miserable subterfuge, 
and refused to become a party to what 
he considered wholesale swindling. He 
says therefore,— 

“These are the grounds on which I have 
formed my judgment. Judging from these 
grounds, it is apparent to me, that Were I to 
attest that I am in receipt of an annual stipend 
from the Cle: Reserve of one hundred and 
fifty pounds, I would be attesting, instead of 
atruth and fact, a wilful and deliberate false- 
hood. Does Christianity require to be sup- 
rted by such means? “Does she not shrink 
from and indignantly reject such support ? 
Can support thus obtained receive a Blas y 
from him who is the God of truth? 

Thus viewing matters, and being entirely 
alone in my view of matters, I saw but one 
course to pursue, viz : to withdraw from the 
Synod of Canada, in connection with the 
Church of Scotland. 

To carry, my resolution into effect, I laid 
before the Presbytery of Toronto, in May, 
1855, my withdrawing ina document address 
ed to the Moderator, to be communicated to 
the Presbytery. 

By such dishonorable means the coun- 
try has been diddled out of some £25,000!

The fall of Sebastopol celebrated in San 
Francisco. 


The foreign residents of San Francisco 
celebrated the fall of Sebastopol with great 
magnificence. Ina tent 300 feet long and 
100 wide, displaying from its summit the 
English, French and Sardinian flags,3000 
persons seated themselves. The corres- 
pondent of the Hamilton Spectator states 
that half the population of the city attend- 
ed on the occasion, Men of all nations 
were there conversing in their own pecu- 
liar language. Many patriotic speeches 
were delivered, and when cliampagne and 
other liquors which seem to have been in 
abundance, began to perform their legiti- 
mate functions, the uproar and confusion 
became indescribable. ‘he tables, which, 
when united, extended about 230 feet, be- 
came a rostrum, from all parts of which 
orations might be heard in the language 
of almost every nation under heaven.— 
Yielding, however, to the weight of ora- 
tory, it soon gave way, and hundreds were 
precipitated to the ground amidst greasy 
dishes, puddings, aud broken bottles,— 
The following sketch from the California 
Alta, of a part of the scene, 1s so truly 
graphic that we are tempted to transcribe 
it, Further than the injury it describes, 
nothing serious appears to have occurred : 

“There was also a huge representation 
of the Malakoff or Redan towers, some fil- 
teen feet high, wrought in cake, which at 
a given signal was tobe cut to pieces and 
distributed. ‘The crowds flocking around 
this could not be served as fast us requir- 
ed. From cutting the cake, it came to 
tearing and beating. Some mischievous 
wretch had gota rope around the platform 
and tumbled the whole affair to the ground, 
when the debris were attacked by the stan- 
dard bearers of all nations, the American 
flag being amongst those which were at- 
tempted to be planted among its ruins.— 
A general scramble ensued around this 
arena of confectionary, from which our re- 
porter escaped with great difficulty. At 
the same time the air became filled with 
showers of biscuit and loaves of bread 
pelted from all directions. ‘This novel 
bombardment was kept up for some time, 
and seemed to be participated in by the 
representatives of all nations. As a sort 
of variation to this performance, a trussed 
turkey or roast crackling might be seen 
describing erratic courses across the pa- 
villion, Greasy pieces of pork came in 
violent contact with bald uncovered pates; 
the flying edibles being in some instances 
caught in their career, and the missiles 
returned ia like manner with an unction 
truly refreshing. All this however, was 
given and received in good part. Wine 
flowed freely, and many a sapient orator 


shouting at random to the crowd. 
man bearing the French flag across his 


The following graphic account of this 
desolated city is taken from n private let- 
ter, written by the intelligent master of a 
merchant vessel to his family in Edin- 
burgh, his native place. We may pre- 
mise that his vessel was chartered from 
Barcelona by an agent of the French 
Government, for the conveyance of stores 
from Algiers to the French army in the 
Crimea :— 

* Bacaxtava, Nov, 23, 1855. 

“T was at Sebastopol last week to see 
the ruins. It was a long walk from Bal- 
aklava, but I would have walked twice 
the distance for the sights I saw. We 
walked through the camps of the Allies 
nearly the whole way, It was fatiguing, 
as the road was over a succession of hills 
and across deep valleys, and every place 
telling the work which had been going 
on—plenty of graves and large masses of 
shot and broken shells, broken muskets, 
military caps, and all sorts of military 
equipmonts, We passed through part of 
the valley of the Inkermann, and then

ied, some with the face fully exposed.— 
All was silent, however, with the excep- 
tion of immense quantities of rats, which 
Were gnawing the unburied bodies before 
our faces. I left the place in great dis- 
gust, as every now and then, when a faint 
breeze of wind would come across, the 
smell of the dead was very strong. 

We descended the hill and entered Se- 
bastopol, entering by the way of the ar- 
senal. It is hardly possible to trace out 
the streets, as the greater part of the 
houses are nearly level with the ground, 
some of them entirely so. It seems to 
have been a well built city, from the ap- 
pearance of the cut stones strewn about, 
but all the houses were completely gutted 
of furniture, On our road down from the 
camp we met drove alter drove of mules 
driven by soldiers ; the mules laden with 
rafters, broken chairs and tables, and all 
sorts of wooden furniture, to their tents to 
burn. From the arsenal we passed into 
the granaries, besides the barracks and 
other officer’s houses—all beautiful build- 
ings. ‘The walls were enure, but pierced 
thickly by the allied balls. One house, 
the naval commandant’s, was superb—the 
cornices and carving very rich. In one 
room there still wag hanging to the walla 
Jarge mirror; a ball had come in at the 
window and completely smashed it.

the third clause declured that six per cent 
and no more, under any contract, could 
be recoverable: by law ; and the fourth 
clause declared that * nothing in this Acu" 
should be construed to apply tothe Banks 
or other money corporauons.

defence to an action against endorsers, 
and sustained by the Court and Jury :— 

A suit of considerable importance was 
tried on Monday at the Assizes in this ci- 
ty, and reported in the Globe ef yesterday. 
We refer to the case of the Commercial 
Bank against Fuller and others—in which 
the Bank sued the parties as endorsers on 
a draft, and was resisted on the allegation 
of usury. Itappears that the Bank has 
been for years in the habit of advancing 
money to lumber manufacturers in the 
neighborhood of Belleville, to a consider- 
uble extent, and of receiving notes on Al- 
bany or ‘Troy in payment of their ad- 
vances. When such drafts happened to 
be unpaid and were protested, the draw- 
ers had to pny 4 percent. damages, ac- 
cording to the custom in regard to return- 
ed foreign bills. ‘The lumber manufac- 
facturers complained of this, and urged the 
Bank to ke promissory notes for their 
advances, payable in the Province, on 
which no damages could be charged, 11 
case of protest. ‘The Bank accordingly 
agreed to accept drafts payable on Mon- 
treal, and on this understanding the ad- 
Yauces continued to be made. Por dis- 
counting these drafts on Moutreal, the 
Bank charged their customers 6 per cent 
interest, and half of 1 per cent asx com- 
mission for collection in Lower Canada 
No objection was made to this charge at 
the tine; it was strictly in accordance 
with the practice ofall the Bunks, and 
has never been regarded as oppressive by 
our mercantile men. But * hard times” 
came on in the pine lumber trade; sales 
failed to he made; consignees were not 
in funds to meet acceptances ; and drafts 
came back to Belleville under protest — 
‘The Bank had to be paid, or a plea found 
on which resistance could be made, A 
legal gentleman in Belleville suggested 
that the half per cent, charged as commis- 
sion for collection in Montreal, was ille- 
gal—usurious—and that therefore the par- 
ties could refuse payments of the drafis al- 
together, and pocket the money Mr 
Reuben Fuller, of Belleville, and other 
worthy gentlemen, it appears, availed 
themselves of this plen to escape payment 
of their just debis, and the suit tried on 
Monday is but one of thirty now pending, 
in which the same honorable defence 1s 
put forward. 

Judge Draper charged the Jury, that if 
the drafis were made payable at Montreal 
for the express purpose of extracting a 
commission, the transaction was usurious, 
but if they were made poyable there in 
the legitimate course of business, there 
was no usury, ‘The Jury found a verdict 
for the defendants, thereby throwing the 
Bank out of the wholo of its debt. Ex- 
ception has since been taken to the ver 
dict on certain legal grounds, and a new 
trial has been granted, 

‘This, so far a8 wo can remomber, is 
the first case in which any party has suc: 
cessfully invoked the confiseatry provi- 
sions of the Usury Laws, to enable him 
to escape payment of a just debt, contract

We sincerely hope that the Bank will 
be successful in its appeal to a new trial. 
Repudiation of agreements carefully en- 
tered into, is at all times condemned ; but 
the circumstances of this case render it of 
the highest importance to the public mor- 
ality, as well as to the credit of our com- 
mercial men abroad, that the attempt 
shovld be at once defeated
